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Alcohol-related 
car crashes kill 
many youth 

Each day at least 14 American 
teenagers die and an additional 360 
are injured in alcohol-related car crashes. 

Although teenagers comprise only 
eight percent of the nation’s driver 
population and account for only six 
percent of the vehicle miles traveled, 
they are involved in 17 percent of all 
car crashes and comprise 15 percent of 
all drunk drivers in accidents, accord¬ 
ing to the Los Angeles Safety Council. 

Life expectancy has improved in 
the United States over the past 80 years 
for every category except one — young 
Americans, aged 15 to 24. And the single 
leading cause of death for this age group 
is drunk driving. 

Another reason for the high car 
crash death and injury rate of young 
Americans is their age group’s risk¬ 
taking stance, which leads many of 
them to ignore the life-saving abilities 
of car seat belts. Buckling up seat belts 
could cut in half the estimated annual 
12,000 car-crash fatalities among young 
Americans. 

There is no more appropriate time to 
ponder these appalling statistics than 
during National Safe Kids Week, which 
begins on Feb. 12. 

The key to cutting down teenage 
car-crash death and injury is communi¬ 
cation, according to Joseph M. Kaplan, 
president of the Los Angeles Safety 
Council. 

“Parents have to talk to their child¬ 
ren, and vice versa,’’ Kaplan notes, 
“^^renis Viavc a legal and moral respon¬ 
sibility to protect the lives of their 
children. There is no better time to re¬ 
cognize this vital need that during Na¬ 
tional Safe Kids Week.’’

Sierra Madre City Council plans 
joint meeting with Arcadia CC

ing 35 mph. The law procedure says that a city must 
post a speed at or below that 85 percent.” 

Therefore, Arcadia changed their 30 mph signs 
to 35 mph on the Arcadia side only. 

The Sierra Madre City Council, reflecting on 
the Orange Grove residents’ negative response to po¬ 
tential high speed signage at the Jan. 10 meeting, de¬ 
cided Tuesday evening to undertake a joint study 
with Arcadia City Council on boulevard stop signs 
and consider placement of stop signs at Sunnyside 
or Lima Avenues, perhaps at San Carlos and Moun¬ 
tain Trail Avenues. 

City Administrator Jim McRea cautioned the 
council that stop signs may cause the cars to pile 
up at certain intersections, causing traffic hazards, 
and Fred Wesley agrees that this might occur. 

Wesley also informed the council that the speed 
limit driving into Pasadena at Greenhill is 25 mph 
and “is enforced with vigor by the Pasadena photo 
radar unit.” He said, “1 wish the City Council 
would ask that the speed limit be reduced to 30 
mph.” 

The council adopted a motion, posed by Coun¬ 
cilman Andrew Roy Buchan, that they pursue op¬ 
tions and undertake the joint study with Arcadia 
concerning the signs on Orange Grove. 

Orange Grove residents at the Jan. 10 meeting 
also urged the council not to widen the street since 
it would lead to the loss of many trees and they 
looked with disfavor on expanding curbs and gut¬ 
ters. 

Attorney F. Richard Manzano was back again 
to plead for his client. Sierra Building Partners, 
concerning 483-533^/4 Sturtevant Drive. 

The Planning Commission had denied any 
variance for establishing 12 units on the property 
and the council at their Jan. 10 meeting had 
continued the appeal public hearing. 

Councilman George Maurer made a motion to

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follow City Administrator Jim McRea’s recommen¬ 
dation, with an added stipulation that the owner 
reduce to nine from the possible 11 unit parcels 
within six years. Added to that motion was the addi¬ 
tion of audio/visual isolation (the council opted for 
a hedge rather than a masonry wall) and adequate 
parking (18 spaces) plus adequate trash removal. 

Councilman Buchan received applause from the 
audience when he said, “We shouldn’t take the 
position of adding to non-conformance of the 
ccnyon” 

The owner of the property will also be re¬ 
quired to show his plans to the council on a con¬ 
tinuing basis “to show us what he’s doing,” ac¬ 
cording to Mayor Clem Bartoali. 

Zimmerman and Associates, in their analy¬ 
sis and recommendations for updating the water 
system in Sierra Madre, noted that “a major 
weakness in the existing network occurs in the north¬ 
east section of town where incomplete loops exist 
in both zone two and three. All of the east side 
of zone three is served through a six-inch main 
connecting across private property in an easement. 
Likewise zone two is served by a 1930 eight-inch 
water line on Grandview Avenue.” 

The report noted that most of the piping 
consists of two-inch, four-inch and five-inch dia¬ 
meter lines, all older than 50 years. In other areas 
of the city the existing network will supply fire 
flow in the amount of the necessary 1500 gallons 
per minute for two hours because of the eleva¬ 
tion or of network characteristics. 

George Zimmerman told the council that there 
is a great need to begin working on the system and 
recommends a “back bone system,” having inter¬ 
lacing of lines. 

They plan to use cement lines which “are not 
cheap but you get your money’s worth. They last 
much longer (about 100 years) than steel pipes (40 
years).” 

Mayor Pro Tern Bruce Crow made the motion 
to .urge the city administrator to get bids on the 
job and to include Orange Grove to the project. 

The City Council allocated about J1,500,0W 
of the recent Sierra Madre Financing Authority 
revenue bonds for the three-year Capital Improve¬ 
ment Program for the water system. 

Ordinance No. 1051, Contractors’ Site Stan¬ 
dards, was adopted for first reading by title only. 
The ordinance is to regulate and establish con¬ 
struction site standards and other requirements 
for contractors and/or owner-builders while they 
are developing the sites. Basically, the ordinance 
says that contractors must have a business license

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When some 200 parents 
of Anoakia School child¬ 
ren met last Thurs¬ 
day, they had an oppor¬ 
tunity to vent their 
feelings against the City 
of Arcadia and the 
property owner who 
threatens the future of 
the school. They also 
offered to be a task 
force in helping relocate 
the school. They signed 
up to help from a non¬ 
profit corporation, to 
locate new property or 
an existing facility and 
to study financing and 
insurance. 

If the Anoakia owner, 
Lowry McCaslin, can 
satisfy city regulations, 
the school is prepared 
to stay at the 20-acre site 
at the corner of Baldwin 


Ave. and Foothill Blvd. 
for another 1 Vi years, 
according to David 
Pinkerton, property 
manager. 

Because a sprinkler 
system in a portable 
10-classroom structure 
has not been hooked up, 
the facility has been 
closed by Arcadia’s 
Fire Department. The 
hook up has been de¬ 
layed because of an in¬ 
sufficient water supply 
to the properties, ex¬ 
plains Pinkerton. 

He said that engineer¬ 
ing plans have been sub¬ 
mitted to the city for a 
500-foot waterline from 
Anoakia Lane to the 
portable structure which 
is located on the south 
east corner of the pro¬ 


perty. When the build¬ 
ing, water and fire de¬ 
partments approve the 
plans, the property 
owner is prepared to 
bring the necessary four- 
inch water line through 
the campus. 

An application for 
an extension to a con¬ 
ditional use permit was 
submitted to the City 
Planning Department 
last Friday and a build¬ 
ing code variance will be 
filed. These need to be 
approved by the Arca¬ 
dia City Council for the 
school to resume normal 
operation at the present 
site. However, the owner 
plans to keep the school 
there for only 1 Vi years.

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PIsnning Commission passes Owet^s variance after much discussion

Despite a worthy effort to get through the 
agenda as quickly as possible. Commissioners Jim 
Hester, Whilma Holcombe, Stan Hutchinson, Eloise 
Parker, George Salisbury, Ross Tyree and John 
Watter found the Thursday, Jan. 19 Planning Com¬ 
mission meeting still going on after four hours. 

Among the items included on the rather lengthy 
agenda were: one continuance, eight public hearings, 
review of plans and discussion of earthquake-safe 
standards for building, and continued discussion 
on the Hillside Ordinance. 

The bit item on the agenda was the applica¬ 
tion by Darrell Ower to construct a six-unit family 
condominium project at 400 W. Mariposa. Architect 
Don Crenshaw spoke first and explained the plans 
to the commission. He also explained that the 
grading of the land would stay the same. Ower also 
stepped to the microphone and explained more about 
his plans. 

Commissioners Hutchinson, Holcombe, Parker 
and Tyree were impressed by the plans and render¬ 
ings of the final project with the only concern 
by Hutchinson again being that there might be a 
little too much concrete. City Administrator Jim 
McRea reminded the commission that they were to 
recommend or not recommend approval to the City 
Council, which had final say as to approval of 
the tract map. 

There were many residents in opposition to the 
project, but most for the same reason: the water 
drainage. Many residents living on Ramona (behind 


the proposed project) were concerned about the 
excess nuisance water drainage into their streets. 
Most commented that the other project just down 
the street dumped water into their street and since 
Ramona’s gutter system was in such bad shape, 
water would run up the curb onto their properties 
or stay stagnant in the street. 

Mariposa could not be used for the water drain¬ 
age because of the grade of the street being too 
flat. In response to this. Commissioner Parker 
pointed out that adequate water drainage would have 
to be met as a condition of tract map approval 
by the City Council and thus was not a concern 
of the Planning Commission. One resident was con¬ 
cerned about noise, but the construction of a block 
wall (already in the plans) would most likely 
eliminate this. 

The commission was sidetracked by a tan¬ 
gent that Lee Cline brought up about the zoning 
of the street, claiming the General Plan called for 
the street to return to R-1 zoning. The street as 
it is now is R-3. Cline claimed that legally the 
street should be R-1, with Commissioner Hester 
trying to back this up with records of court cases. 

However, Commissioners Watter and Hutchinson 

returned the commission to the issue at hand by 
explaining that the General Plan had merely sug¬ 
gested it and that the fact still remained the pro¬ 
perty was in fact R-3. 

Hester emotionally opposed the project saying 
“We need to look at the single family dwelling 
ambiance” of Sierra Madre and claimed the pro-

familiar The Baker and 
His Wife with great 
imagination and in¬ 
genuity. It is tuneful and 
funny and the lyrics, as 
usual with Sondheim, are 
very sophisticated 
wordsmithing. The intri¬ 
cacies of staging give 
the audiences delightful 
surprises. In spite of 
the many complications, 
everything works out 
happily for everybody 
but the bad guys. 
And that’s the end of 
the first act. 

It is reminiscent of

People die 
for real; go mad for 
real and the survivors 
try to figure it all out 
and end up clinging to 
each other for solace, 
which is Sondheim’s 
message, I guess. “Into 
the Woods’’ has come to 
mean get out of your 
cottage and take a 
chance, because that’s 
where life is and some¬ 
times it comes out well 
and sometimes it doesn’t.

Music Club to take over Band Review 


Because of a lack of 
financial resources and 
manpower, the West 
Arcadia Business and 
Professional Asso¬ 
ciation has given up the 
West Arcadia Invita¬ 
tional Band Review, an 
event it has hosted each 
November for the last 
35 years. 

Taking over as spon¬ 
sor of the review, which 
annually attracts 
some 10,000 uniformed 
students from 40 
high schools, is the 
Arcadia Music Club. 

Following formal ap¬ 
proval by the West Arca¬ 
dia Association on Tues¬ 
day morning, a ceremon¬ 
ial changeover took place 
this morning at the 
Arcadia Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Bob Kinsey, president 
of the Arcadia Music 
Club, said that the Ar¬ 
cadia Exchange Club, 
Lions Club, Board of 
Realtors and Tourna¬ 


ment of Roses have all 
indicated an interest in 
helping to support the 
event which costs in the 
neighborhood of 
$8000 each year. 

Kinsey added that, 
though it is not 
official, the event would 
be known as the Arcadia 
Band Review, and the 
parade route would 
continue to be 
from Santa Anita Race 
Track down Baldwin 
Avenue. 

The Band Review was 
founded in 1953 by Dr. 
Robert D’Arcy, an area 
optometrist. Phil Lopes, 
manager of the West 
Arcadia Business and 
Professional Asso¬ 
ciation, reports that 
D’Arcy was actively in¬ 
volved in each of the 35 
annual reviews before his 
death in December. 

At Tuesday morning’s 
meeting, Dennis Davies, 
music department 
chairman for the Arca¬ 


dia Unified School Dis¬ 
trict, thanked the West 
Arcadia Association 
for a job well done in 
putting on a quality 
event that has come to 
be known as the pre¬ 
mier band review in the 
state of California. 

Though the review is 
successful each year, 
the West Arcadia Asso¬ 
ciation has had trouble 
raising the funds, pri¬ 
marily for trophies and 
judges’ fees, explains 
Lopes. He added that 
some of the tried-and- 
true (business owners) 
who helped for many 
years have moved out of 
the area, and the 
new owners are not 
interested or don’t 
have the time to help. 

He stated that he is 
pleased with the res¬ 
ponse of the Arcadia 
Music Club and with the 
assurance of the com¬ 
munity to keep the event 
going into its next 
35 years. 


A group of 15 Aus¬

of their host families. 

This had been a re¬ 
turn trip to Arcadia 
for 20-year-old Lloyd 
Davies who was a 
member of the Koala 
Marching Band 
which marched in the 
1984 Rose Parade. At 
that time, the mem¬ 
bers of the band 
were hosted by local 

families. Though 
he has graduated 
from high school, 
Davies is still working 
with the band, helping 
as a marching and 
woodwind tutor. 

Davies explains that 
the trip is more than 
a holiday as they 
learn about people while 
living with their host 
families. He added that 
you can go to a place 
and see the sights, 
but when you stay 
with the people you 
really learn what an area 
is like.
